then aprrosched vithin calling distance and asked: "Where are you frow?", 
After receiving the rerly: "From Kotka", the Russian hoat aprroached within 
five reters, After a pause of come rinutes, the German shir was alicwed to 
proceed.

25X1______|femments It is likely that the Soviets lay great stress on having e 
fleet of offensive speedhoats in view of their taeks in the Baltic and its 
entrances. These would probably be boats with torredos and rocket launchers 
and of high speed. It is also likely that these eraft would be built only 
in Russian shipyards, rerhans with foreign metors, Reports from Eastern 
Germany concerning the conetruction of speedboats there reke it clear that 
those vessels are tilt for the Sea Police and have a top speed of only 24- 
2% knots and also lack torredo tubes, Such hoats would have only defensive 
rigeions, 
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
